Ohio School Districts Plan For Windfall

Salary hikes and operating expenses 
head the priorities many Ohio school 
districts have set for the $91.3 million 
supplemental appropriation that be­ 
came law Wednesday, an Associated 
Press survey has revealed. 
“A substantial portion of the $3.75 
million we’ll receive is already 
committed to salaries,” said Supt. 
John Ellis of the Columbus public 
schools. “We were very pleased the 
governor decided to allow the bill to 
become law.” 
The Cincinnati board of education 
voted to use its entire $2.7 million 
share to boost salaries of teachers and 
school employes, a spokesman said. 
Frank Dick, Toledo public school 
superintendent, 
said 
the 
city ’s 
district’s $2.2 million cut will help 
stave off an anticipated $5.1 million 
operating deficit for 1975. 
Sm aller school districts, 
also 
beleaguered by rising costs and 
shrinking revenues, voiced similar 
plans. 
Marion School Supt. Stephen Stuart 
said the bulk of their allotment will go 
for salary hikes. 
“The money is timely for us,” he 
said. “We can’t very well stay at the 
same level salary-wise.” 
In Delaware County, Buckeye school 
district officials said the money will 
help them maintain the present status, 
since a 5.9 mill operating levy was 
defeated Tuesday on its second go- 
a round. 
Blanchester and Clinton-Massive 
school districts, both in Clinton 
County, indicated 50 per cent of their 
respective allotments will be used for 
salaries for certified and noncertified 
employes, with the remainder going 
into a general fund. 
Schools in Massillon, which will 


Much of the money which will be 
coming from the state into the four 
school districts in Pickaway County 
either has already been or will be 
earmarked for salaries. 


Circleville City Board of Education 
passed a resolution at its last meeting 
to increase salaries of both certificated 
and non-certificated personnel if the 
money bill became law. 
Teays Valley local superintendent 
Benis Lutz said this morning that 
although the board has not made any 
definite commitments with the new 
money, at least some of it would go for 
salaries. The Teays Valley Board is 
presently in negotiations with the 
teachers' organization and Lutz said 
now the figure arrived at for the 1975- 
76 contract year will be higher than it 
originally would have been. 
He said the board is still in stages of 
discussing the use of the money. 
Capital improvements which have 
been postponed previously due to lack 
of ready money will •also be another 
possibility for the state money ac­ 
cording to Lutz. He said the board 
would have to bear in mind that this 
money has been labeled for one year 
only and it therefore cannot all be 
spent for salaries which would carry 
over into the years to come. 
John Henn, superintendent of the 
Ixigan Elm District, said the money 
would keep his district from going 
deeper into debt. With the new money, 
the Ixigan Elm District can pay for the 
ten new buses on order as well as pay 
for part of the inflationary costs on 
gas, fuel, paper and other items ac­ 
cording to Henn.

Rhodes Administration, if it was 
seeking to cite newly-available federal 
highway m atching funds in its 
promotion of a big June bond issue, 
may have to go back to the drawing 
boards. 
Ranking members of the Senate and 
House 
finance 
com m ittees told 
Transportation Director Richard D. 
Jackson Wednesday night that Gov. 
James A. Rhodes’ $1.6 billion trans­ 
portation bond issue will be con­ 
sidered separately and on its merits. 
The same is true for the GOP 
governor’s other three proposed 
constitutional amendments pending in 
the legislature, said House Finance 
Chairm an Myrl Shoemaker, D-88 
Bourne Ville. 
Jackson appeared at a joint session 
of the committees to explain the 
department’s dilemma in being unable 
to come up with $19 million in m at­ 
ching funds for about $47 million Ohio 
could claim from the federal govern­ 
ment. 
The funds would be part of abut $2 
billion in previously-impounded funds 
released last week by President Ford. 
Jackson said the money is being made 
available to the states on a ‘‘first 
come, first serve” basis. 
The trouble 
is, 
he said, 
“the 
department is flat broke.” 
Shoemaker and others indicated 
they want to work with the department 
to try to find the $19 million. One 
possibility the 
House chairm an 
mentioned was a loan from the state’s 
general fund. 


receive $249,000, earmarked $122,000 
for teachers and employes and $60,000 
to replace an expected loss of personal 
property tax revenue. 
The supplemental aid bill, which 
Gov. James Rhodes declined to sign, 
allows local school boards to decide 
how to spend the money. 
The measure provides $40 a pupil for 
those in grades one through 12, $20 a 
child for kingergarteners, and $30 a 
student for those in joint vocational 
schools. 
In addition, $2 is alloted for each 
pupil under control of county boards of 
education. 
The money comes from a surplus in 
state funds anticipated by June 30, the 
end of the current fiscal year. 
In allowing the bill to become law 
without his signature, Rhodes said “to 
veto the bill at this time would work a 
partisan hardship on our schools.” 
But, he added, he would “continue to 
insist in the future that the bulk of new 
school money go to those who need it— 
the teachers and employes.” 
Very few of the school districts 
surveyed by The Associated Press 
excluded teacher and employe salaries 
or bonuses from their plans. 
Danville local district in 
Knox 
County tabbed their $32,000 share to 
equip a new addition, said Supt. Ralph 
Hall. 
Hall said the addition, for which 
voters approved a $759,000-bond issue, 
will provide facilities for industrial 
arts, music and athletics, among other 
things. 
Supt. 
Jack 
Schaffner, 
super­ 
intendent of the Van Wert County 
school system, said their share would 
go for operating expenses. 
“It’s a one shot deal,” he explained, 
“so the board won’t be able to use it for 
salaries.” 
Marysville school officials said their 


He said really most of the money 
was already committed because the 
district had also granted a salary 
increase on the basis of a five mill 
levy. The levy money will not start to 
come in until November or December 
and Henn said plans had previously 
been formulated to borrow the money 
to make the increase. 
An austerity program 
which has 
been adopted by the district for the 
past two years has caused a depletion 
in the custodial, educational, library 
and other supplies Henn said. With the 
state money he thought some of these 
supplies could be replenished. 
Any additional money could always 
be used for building repairs since the 
superintendent commented the district 
was basically three years behind due 
to the lack of funds. 
Salary increases of $200 effective 
last September, $400 effective 
in 
January and a scheduled $200 effective 
in July have been given. Henn said the 
new money would just keep the district 
from going deeper into debt to meet 
these increases. 
Henn estimates the Ix)gan Elm 
District will get approximately $90,000. 
He added that the district’s monthly 
bills are about $120,000 and there was 
only $30,000 left at the end of the year. 
The state funds will help to catch up 
the financial picture for Ixigan Elm. 
Speaking on behalf of the Westfall 
Board of Education, Superintendent 
Gordon Massie said a new salary 
schedule was adopted in September 
and an additional amount added in 
January. The additional funds will be 
partially used to maintain the present 
levels in the district.

Shoemaker told Jackson, however, 
“I’d be willing to take the chance. We 
loaned $2 million recently to the State 
litte ry Commission and it was paid 
back.” 


Shoemaker said he is asking the 
legislative Budget Office to work with 
the department to see if the money can 
be found so that the state can get in line 
for the federal funds sooner. 
Jackson told the two committees 
that approval of the bond issue in early 
June would permit the department to 
obtain federal approval for about $66 
million worth of projects which 
already have been planned. The $19 
million state share would have been 
encumbered by the bond issue prior to 
the end of the fiscal year, June 30, he 
said. 
Shoemaker said he was opposed to 
that approach, if for no other reason it 
might be too late. In any case, he said 
it would be “double jeopardy” to 
assume that the legislature and the 
voters both will approve Rhodes’ 
proposal. 
Jackson said the $66 million worth of 
projects would provide an estimated 
10,000 construction jobs in Ohio later in 
the year. 
Senate Finance Chairman Harry 
Meshel, D-33 Youngstown, said “we’re 
very pleased to hear that.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — The margin 
of the Senate vote blocking the first 
part of President Ford’s energy-con- 
servation program could 
increase 
pressure on the President to com­ 
promise. 


Ford repeated his promise to veto 
the bill, which would block for 90 days 
his $3-per-barrel special tariff on 
imported oil, after the Senate ap­ 
proved the measure Wednesay 66 to 28. 
m e House earlier approved the 
tariff-delay bill by a 309-114 margin. It 
is generally conceded that the House 
will override Ford’s veto but nose- 
counters in the Senate say the vote 
there could go either way by a margin 
of one or two votes. 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., a 
sponsor of the delay bill, predicted the 
Senate would override by one vote. 
Majorities of two-thirds of those 
voting in both chambers will be 
required to override the veto and delay 
the tariff. The 66-28 margin by which 
the bill was passed was three more 
than the majority needed to override 
with 94 senators voting. 
The vote probably would have been 
70 to 29 if the five absentees had been 
present, but it is not unusual for some 
senators who favor a bill to later 
uphold a president’s decision to veto it. 
The most surprising factor in 
Wednesday’s vote was that only two 
Democrats — Russell B. Ixing of 
louisiana and Howard W. Cannon of 
Nevada — voted against the bill. Ten 
Republicans voted for it. 
The success of the effort to override 
the veto could depend on whether those 
Republicans and a half-dozen Southern 
conservative Democrats who voted for 
the measure will support the override.

Tax Probe 
At Dead End 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The in­ 
vestigation into Richard M. Nixon’s 
tax returns will go no further than the 
indictment and trial of his former tax 
lawyer and a well-known document 
appraiser from Chicago, it has been 
learned. 
A Watergate grand jury returned 
indictments Wednesday against Ixis 
Angeles attorney Frank DeMarco Jr. 
and Ralph G. Newman, the appraiser 
recommended to Nixon by President 
Lyndon B. Johnson. 
DeMarco, 49, and Newman, 63, were 
charged with conspiring to backdate 
illegally a deed for Nixon’s pre- 
presidential papers that were donated 
to the government. 
The indictment handed down in U.S. 
v 
District Court here said the purpose of 
’*-’■** 
the false backdating was to give Nixon 
a $576,000 tax deduction he would not 
have otherwise received. 
DeMarco prepared the tax return for 
the signatures of Nixon and his wife, 
and Newman examined the Nixon 
documents and estimated their value. 
Edward L. Morgan, a 36-year-old 
deputy counsel in the Nixon White 
House, has pleaded guilty to similar 
charges and is serving a four-month 
prison term. He has agreed to provide 
evidence in the case. 
When the Nixon tax return was 
prepared in 1970, Morgan worked 
directly for John D. Ehrlichman, the 
White House domestic affairs chief 
and close Nixon adviser. 
Ehrlichman is scheduled for sen­ 
tencing Friday along with three other 
Nixon 
aides 
convicted 
in 
the 
Watergate coverup trial. 
Documents and testimony gathered 
by the House Judiciary Committee 
impeachment inquiry showed that 
Ehrlichman played a continuing part 
in arranging for preparation of Nixon’s 
tax returns. 
However, sources say that no ad­ 
ditional persons face prosecution in the 
tax case. Nixon, for one, is in­ 
vulnerable to any such investigation 
under the pardon granted him by 
President Ford, although he theo­ 
retically could appear as a witness in 
the tax case.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— State 
Auditor Thomas E. Ferguson has 
recalled subpoenas issued to three 
aides for former Gov. John J. Gilligan 
and halted his investigation of state 
payroll records during the closing days 
of the Democratic administration. 


Ferguson’s announcement late 
Wednesday afternoon came one day 
after the opening of a Franklin County 
grand jury probe of charges that 
Democratic campaign workers got no- 
show state jobs after the November 
election. 
Ferguson, a Democrat, said: “We do 
not want to interfere in any way with 
that investigation. 
“Our office is interested only in civil 
recovery of any monies that might 
have been expanded illegally by the 
state,” he said. 
“When the prosecutor completes his 
investigation into possible criminal 
activity, then we will seek recovery of 
any monies that might have been lost 
to the state,” Ferguson added.

Ford Asks 
Rail Aid 
Increase 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Ford 
administration has upped its request 
for emergency railroad aid by $25 
million because of the downturn in the 
economy. 
The House is set to take up an ap­ 
propriations bill today that would 
provide emergency aid to railroads in 
the Midwest and the Northeast. The 
bill originally was to provide $100 
million in grants but James T. Lynn, 
director of the Office of Management 
and Budget, said Wednesday another 
$25 million should be included in the 
appropriation. 
Lynn said the Erie I Lackawanna 
railroad would be forced to close down 
if such assistance was not provided. 
His statement came the same day 
the 
Penn 
Central, 
the 
largest 
beneficiary of the aid program , 
reported a loss of $198 million last 
year, compared with a loss of $189 
million in 1973. The carrier’s per­ 
formance last year showed a gradual 
worsening as the year went on, ap­ 
parently reflecting the effects of the 
developing recession. 
The full House voted Wednesday to 
authorize total aid of $347 million, 
including $197 million in grants and 
$150 million in government-backed 
loans for improvements. The $100 
million appropriation bill would be the 
first installment of that authorized aid. 
The approval by a 270-137 vote came 
after statements of reluctance by 
many lawmakers who wondered aloud 
how much more federal aid would be 
sought by the carriers.

But just as 
many seemed inclined to buy on 
weakness, which has put many stock 
prices at a virtual stand-still.

Some of the day’s selling may have 
been due to apprehension over revised 
Gross National Product figures for the 
fourth quarter to be released soon. The 
feeling was that they would be even 
worse than the 9.1 per cent decline the 
unrevised figures revealed recently.

Campaign 
Tax Funds 
Up Sharply 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Internal 
Revenue Service reports a dramatic 
increase in the number of American 
taxpayers designating money on their 
tax returns to go for financing of 
presidential campaigns. 
The effect, the apparent result of a 
rephrasing of a section of the standard 
tax form, is to indicate that the 
publicly financed election fund will 
have more than enough money to 
subsidize the 1976 presidential cam­ 
paign. 
IRS Commissioner Donald C. 
Alexander reported in a speech in New 
York City Wednesday that of the 
returns received so far, 23.6 per cent 
designate $1 for individual returns or 
$2 for joint returns to be set aside for 
the presidential campaign. In the 
comparable period last year, the 
percentage was 14.1 per cent. 
Since returns are coming in faster 
this year than last, the effect has been 
to double so far the amount of money 
fed into the fund. As of Feb. 7, this 
year’s designations totaled $2.4 
million. 
Alexander said that a comparable 
checkoff rate for the rest of the year 
means the campaign fund would be $30 
million richer, putting a total of $60 
million into the fund with one more tax 
year to go before the 1976 elections. 
The total, on that basis, should easily 
surpass the $64 million estimated by 
Common Cause, an independent 
citizens’ lobby, as the likely federal 
share of the 1976 presidential cam­ 
paign. 


Governors 
Gain Ear 
O f Officials 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Under a 
fearsome barrage from bristling 
governors, Ford administration and 
congressional leaders have indicated 
they will start listening more closely to 
voices from the states. 
Democratic leaders of Congress 
invited the governors Wednesday to 
send up their suggestions. This came 
shortly after the chairman of the 
Democratic governors conceded he 
had no idea what was in the energy 
package being prepared by his party 
on Capitol Hill. 
Budget Director James T. Lynn 
maintained that he was just as tender 
hearted as anybody over the victims of 
inflation and recession and offered to 
set up meetings between the governors 
and the administration. 
And Interior Secretary Rogers C. B. 
Morton, after hearing a pretty strong 
message that most of the governors 
disapprove of President Ford’s energy 
program, hinted that Ford is ready to 
compromise. 
After an opening round of low 
rumblings from the state officials in 
committee meetings Tuesday, the 
eruption came Wednesday at the first 
full session of the National Governors 
Conference winter meeting.

The commission did not 
indicate how much the rate increase 
would

you've just got to do something extra,” 
said Williams 
“ In the past year inflation has risen 
so quickly that most salaries have not 
been able to keep pace.” 
Williams has ll years of teaching 
experience with two stops at industrial 
positions sandwiched between. 
He 
worked for DuPont after teaching 
three years, then returned to teaching 
becoming an information scientist at 
Battelle Memorial Institute for three 
years. 
A budget cut eliminated his Battelle 
job. 
“ I ’m happy to be teaching again, but 
it was hard to find a job after being laid 
off,” Williams said. “ I found that when 
you reach 40 or 45 years of age you just 
are not going to get hired.” 
His son, Dave, is attending his first 
year at Columbus Technical Institute 
and his wife suffers from Parkinson’s 
disease. With the son’s schooling 
demanding $600 a quarter from the 
family budget, the problems of in­ 
flation are compounded. 
It’s not that Williams considers his 
case unique. 
“ Most all of the teachers are 
moonlighting,” he said. “ Several of 
the teachers at london High School 
teach at the state penitentiary after 
school and many teachers in the 
Columbus area have a part-time job to 
make ends meet, 
“ It is a little easier when both the 
husband and wife are teaching, but for 
the family that is living on just one 
salary it is pretty tough.” 
Williams thinks education all over 
suffers from the strain of teachers 


having to seek additional part-time 
employment. 
“ I know it detracts from my school 
work and I am sure it must detract 
from other teachers’ school work, 
too," he said. 
“ I like to work with my hands, so I 
don’t mind the work and after a day at 
school it gives me a chance to do some 
thinking about the coming day and 
what has to be done, and it is a good 
way to make some extra money.” 
Williams likes his moonlighting job 
for another reason: it allows him to 
spend time with his wife, who is under 
strict orders from her doctor to do 
nothing strenuous. 
“ I can’t say that I would rather be 
doing something other than teaching,” 
he said. “ I like to teach. I just wish the 
pay scale was a little higher.”

It is difficult to say who is 
most confused by economic 
conditions 
— 
economists 
w h o s e 
p r o f e s s i o n a l 
reputations 
depend 
upon 
reasonably accurate forecasts 
and opinions, or the public as it

saying. A few rules might be 
helpful in deciphering. 
First, the economist who 
issues frequent and absolute 
certainties about what is or is 
not happening or about to 
happen should be listened to 
with about as much confidence 
as one would pay to a patent 


medicine barker. Far more 
believable is the economist 
who cautions his remarks with 
comments such as “ I refuse to 
play the numbers game.” 
At least he is admitting his 
own confusion. 
Another useful rule is to be 
wary of those economists who 
have found some advantage in 
further confusing the issues by 
inventing a new language. A 
number of new words have 
been coined in recent months, 
including 
such 
horrible 
exam ples as “ stagflation,” 
“ slumpflation'' and, more 
recently, “inflump 


Each of these is supposed to 
designate 
the 
condition 
of 
simultaneous inflation and 
recession, with perhaps a 
slightly different emphasis on 
one or the other. Clarify the 
issues they do not. 
Gimmicks usually are the 
pitch of the salesman who 
knows his product by itself is 
not all that appealing. The 
economist 
who 
names 
in 
precise English the conditions 
he is describing demonstrates 
a sense of confidence, even if 
he goes on to admit he isn t 
quite 
certain 
what 
is 
happening.

Can you tell me how the Viet-Nam 
war benefitted us?

Certainly, the 50 million people 
referred to in Kennedy’s Confession 
of 1963 don’t want to live the way they 
have to. And Kennedy did not account 
for the many millions more who were 
suffering from that “sick society” 
back in 1963. 
But since 1963, things have gotten a 
lot worse. The ruling class of our 
country, the few who own practically 
everything, have sucked us into a 
dirty, brutal, illegal and immoral 
invasion of Indo-China, into a war of 
destruction to which at least two 
million of our sons have been sent, at 
one time or another, to be killed and 
maimed, and to slaughter hundreds of 
thousands of innocent people who only 
want a chance to work out their own 
destinies by themselves.

My sister and I are twins. I have the 
most painful menstrual periods while 
she is in no way bothered by them. 
How can you explain this? 
Miss P. L., W. Va. 
Dear Miss L.: 
Painful 
m enstruation, 
or 
dysmenorrhea, may be caused by any 
of a number of conditions that affect 
the ovaries and the uterus. 
Sometimes, these causes are divided 
into “primary” and “secondary” ones. 
The first cause may be due to some 
disorder in the development of the 
uterus, or to an unusual position. The 
secondary form of painful men­ 
struation may be due to infections or 
inflammation of the cervix or the 
uterus itself. 
Ovarian cysts and inflammatory 
changes around the ovaries may also 
be responsible for severe pain. 
Another factor, of course, is the 
individual threshold for pain. Some 
women are able to tolerate more pain 
than others and, therefore, complain 
less. The lowered threshold for pain 
can also be attributed to psychological 
stress and tension. Highly nervous 
people may react more severely to 
pain than others. 
There is no longer any reason why 
any woman should be incapacitated 
during her menstrual period. With 
drugs and hormones, in most in­ 


stances, the distressing days can be 
converted into productive ones, 
without interruption of normal ac­ 
tivity. 


I eat 
like a horse, but just can’t gain weight.

Dear Mr. N.: 
When you have been completely 
examined, and there is no evidence of 
overactivity of the thyroid gland or 
any other metabolic disorder, an 
appraisal of your present diet is 
necessary. 
Many people who believe that they 
“eat like a horse” may, in reality, not 
be eating sufficient quantities of foods 
high in calories. 
If “eating like a horse” means 
eating lots of salads, low calorie 
vegetables, fruits, and broiled lean 
meats, your caloric intake would not 
be too great. 
Are you one of those individuals who 
dislikes desserts and never eats bet­ 
ween meals? Is your bread always 
unbuttered? Or maybe you don’t like 
bread at all. This, too, would explain 
your difficulty in gaining weight. 
Get yourself a calorie counter, select 
the foods high in calories, add desserts 
and a milk shake between meals.

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NEW YORK (AP) - Everyone has 
his or her own idea of what’s wrong 
with the country, but two financing 
proposals now being publicized seem 
to be so basic as to warrant special 
study. 
The first is a criticism by the New 
York Stock Exchange and many 
corporations that unless changes are 
made in the way capital is raised, the 
U.S. economy is in for more serious 
troubles in the next decade or so. 
An exchange study suggests that 
new equity financing will have to 
average between $25 billion and $40 
billion each year through 1985. But 
never has more than $20 billion in new 
equities been floated in one year. 
Unless investment incentives are 
developed, mainly through the tax 
structure, the exchange maintains, 
there just won’t be enough capital 
available for industry to satisfy the 
needs of the nation. 
Historically, they note, corporations 
have relied heavily on internally 
developed funds. But that isn’t so 
anymore. In 1950, 29 per cent of cor­ 
porate financial needs were raised 
outside the company; in 1974, 85 per 
cent. 
Exchange economists blame “ex- 
traordinarilly insensitive” tax laws 
that deprive corporations of their own 
funds and force them to seek outside fi­ 
nancing. The real tax rate for cor­ 
porations is nearer 67 per cent than the 
“official” 48 per cent, they say. 
The result: A typical manufacturing 
company, the exchange maintains, 
might obtain a higher rate of return by 
abandoning its operations and in­ 
vesting its assets in municipal bonds. 
Unable to generate sufficient in­ 
ternal funds, and unable to obtain 
equity financing, many corporations 
have been forced to finance through 
debt, much of it short term. As a per­ 
centage of equity, debt was 20.9 per 
cent in 1955, and 42 per cent last year. 
As debt levels rise, the exchange 
economists observe, so also does 
corporate vulnerability to volatile 
interest rates. High interest costs can 
introduce into operations a new 
element of risk. 
The exchange is worried about its 
own interests, of course, and so James 
Needham, chairman, spoke out on the 
subject Wednesday at a meeting of the 
Conference Board. 
He reiterated his proposals for 
congressional action, among them, an 
increase to $200 from $100 in the 
dividend exclusion from personal 
income taxes, and a lowering of the 


corporate tax rate to 42 froom 48 per 
cent. 
Moreover, 
Needham 
and 
his 
associates would make permanent an 
administration proposal to increase 
the investment tax credit to 12 per cent 
from 7 per cent, and they would en­ 
courage passage of more liberal 
depreciation guidelines. 
The other proposal being widely 
discussed 
in 
financial 
and 
congressional circles concerns the role 
of the Federal Reserve Board. Should 
the Fed have such power over interest 
rates? 
A House Banking subcommittee has 
already approved a bill that would 
require the Fed to knuckle under to 
Congress and maintain low interest 
rates instead of permitting such rates 
to vary widely as they have in the past 
year. 
Advocates of low rates maintain that 
the public has been burdened in the 
past year with rates that were morally 
if not legally usurious, and that busi­ 
ness and the entire economy suffered 
as a result.

Notes Net Loss 


FINDLAY, Ohio (AP) — Cooper Tire 
& Rubber Co. reported a net loss of 
$1.21 million for 1974 as a result of a 
new inventory system, directors an­ 
nounced Tuesday. 
The loss was 85 cents a share, 
compared to a 1973 net income of 
$4,079,931, or $1.99 a share. 
For the fourth quarter, net income 
was $141,833, or 3 cents a share, 
compared to net earnings of $937,977, 
or 46 cents a share in a similar period 
in 1973. 
Directors also declared a dividend of 
15 cents a share on common stock, 
payable March 31 to shareholders of 
record March 7.

Ohio Senate Votes 
For King Holiday 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— Ohio’s 
Senate has voted to make the third 
Monday in January a state holiday in 
honor of the late Martin Luther King 
Jr. over protests it did so against the 
will of a majority of the state’s 
citizens. 
Despite an hour long debate Wed­ 
nesday, the Senate sent to the House a 
bill that would have Ohio join Illinois, 
Kentucky, Georgia, Massachusetts, 
M aryland, and Michigan in so 
honoring the slain civil rights leader. 
The vote was 24-5 with four senators 
absent. 
Sen. Thomas A. Van Meter, R-19 
Ashland, and Sen. William H. Mussey, 
R-14 Batavia, led the fight against the 
measure after Mussey’s unsuccessful 
amendment that would have made the 
third Sunday in January a “com­ 
memorative” day honoring King. 
Objections prim arily concerned 
costs, but Van Meter went further. He 
said the enactment would place King 
alongside (Christopher) “Columbus 
and Jesus Christ” in having days 
named after them. 
“I cannot believe, I can’t buy that 
Martin Luther King fits into the same 
category,” he added. 
Black senators, including the chief 
sponsor, Sen. William F. Bowen, D-9 
Cincinnati, 
deplored 
M ussey’s 
am endm ent calling for a cofm- 
memorative day. Bowen said that 
would mean "even after his demise, 
Dr. King would continue to be treated 


differently because of the color of his 
skin.” 
Bowen was joined by Sen. M Morris 
Jackson, D-21 Cleveland, in praising 
the late Dr. King as a man whose 
image is important to the black youth 
of America. 


“All we are asking for is a share of 
the image-building we all know is 
important in today’s society,” Jackson 
said. 


Van Meter cited figures of the 
legislative Budget Office showing the 
additional three-day holiday — for 
state, county, and municipal employes 
— would cost about $16 million in 
taxpayers’ funds. 
“I may be in the minority on this 
floor today, but I feel a majority of 
Ohioans are with me,” he said. 
Bowen and Jackson disputed the cost 
estimate, saying the cost would be 
about $600,000 above what public 
employes now are paid for the day in 
question. 
Van Meter said he was including in 
his estimate the time and production 
lost. 
“I’m talking about a 
non­ 
productive day,” he said. Another foe, 
Sen. M. Ben Gaeth, R-l Defiance, said 
he objected because the state payroll 
alone is $2.4 million a day. 
The bill is expected to get favorable 
consideration by majority Democrats 
in the House. Their part made the 
proposal a plank in the 1974 election 
campaign.

A penalty of half of one 
percent of the unpaid taxes will be 
imposed for each month, or part of a 
month, beyond the due date that the 
tax remains unpaid. The maximum 
penalty is limited to 25 percent. It will 
not be imposed if a taxpayer can show 
that the failure to pay is due to a 
reasonable cause. 
(Q.( I found an error in my 1973 
return, so I filed an amended return 
and got a refund back.

interest. Is the interest 
taxable? 
(A.) Yes. If you receive a tax refund 
that includes interest on the amount 
refunded, the interest must be in­ 
cluded in your gross income. 
(Q.) For what reasons are tax 
returns selected for audit? Does an 
audit mean the IRS thinks a taxpayer 
has filed a fraudulent return? 
(A.) The usual reason for selecting a 
tax return for examination is to verify 
the correctness of income, exemp­ 
tions, or deductions that have been 
reported on the return. However, some 
returns are selected as part of a 
random sample for research studies. 
The vast majority of taxpayers are 
honest and have nothing to fear from 
an examination of their tax returns. An

return does not suggest a suspicion of 
dishonesty or criminal liability. It may 
not even result in more tax. Many 
cases are closed without change in 
reported tax liability and, in many 
others, the taxpayer receives a refund. 
(Q. i What is the federal gasoline and 
oil tax credit? 
(A.) A credit of two cents per gallon 
may be claimed for gasoline (unless it 
was aviation fuel) used other than as a 
fuel in a highway vehicle registered, or 
required to be registered, for use on 
the public highway. Similarly, a six 
cents per gallon credit may be claimed 
for lubricating oil used other than in a 
highway motor vehicle.

There have been recent signals that 
however Congress chooses to modify 
farm law Butz and President Ford will 
not back away from their hard stand in 
favor of free market operations and 
their opposition to further government 
controls and subsidies. 
On Tuesday, for example, one of 
Butz’ 
top aides told the 
House 
Agriculture Committee that the ad­ 
ministration opposes any bill which 
would alter price guarantee provisions 
set by Congress in the 1973 farm act 
which currently is in effect. 
Kenneth E. Frick, administrator of 
the department’s big farm program 
agency, the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service, said further 
that some of the proposals for propping 
up farm crop prices would cost tax­ 
payers dearly and lead to surpluses. 
“ This administration will not accept 
a retreat to an outdated farm policy of 
high supports which is inherently self- 
defeating,” Frick said. “ We will not 
support changes in legislation which is 
proving effective and successful 
merely on the basis of apprehension.” 
A day after Frick’s testimony, USDA 
economists said farm income this year 
will drop at least 12 per cent to less 
than $24 billion nationally. I .ast year, 
after a record net income of $32.2 
billion in 1973, farmers netted $27.2 
billion, a 16 per cent slide. 


Ohio Student 
Grants Are 
Available 


State Representative M yrl H. 
Shoemaker (D-88th House District) 
announced today that certain student 
grants are now available through the 
Ohio Instructional Grants program. 
The money is available to student 
applicants whose families earn a total 
income of $15,000 or less. 
Rep. Shoemaker, Chairman of the 
powerful 
House 
Finance 
Appropriations Committee, cited that 
approximately $41.1 million was ap­ 
propriated in the last biennium budget 
for this grant program. He is op- 
tomistic that even greater funds for 
needy students will be appropriated in 
the pending biennium budget. 
“ Education is very essential’’, 
Shoemaker commented. “ The State of 
Ohio should take the current economic 
instability and inflation into con­ 
sideration, and appropriate more 
funds for Instructional Grants in order 
that students, who otherwise would be 
deprived, 
can 
obtain 
a 
good 
education.” 
The qualifications for an in­ 
structional grant are: that the ap­ 
plicant be an Ohio resident; that he be 
a high school senior or a student 
already enrolled in a public or private 
college; that he be an undergraduate 
seeking either a two year associate 
degree or a four year liberal arts 
degree; and that in most cases, his 
family’s income not exceed $15,000 per 
year. 
For those interested in attending a 
public college or university, a grant of 
$600-$900 per year would be given. For 
those seeking an education in a 
private, 
non-public 
college, 
an 
allowance of between $150-$1500 would 
be granted. The amount of these 
grants would depend on the family 
income and number of dependents. 
According to Rep. Shoemaker, the 
Ohio Board of Regents hopes to award 
43.000 grants this year and nearly 
46.000 next year, depending on the 
amount of funding. 
In closing, Rep. Shoemaker gave 
some informative insight regarding 
procedures for application. “ The 
deadline for application is August 8th 
for this school year. Applications are 
available from high school counselors, 
the Board of Regents and all college 
financial aid offices.”

Schmidt, who lost his sight as a 
child, grew up on his father’s 650-acre 
farm near Springport, Mich. He 
earned a degree in physics from the 
University of Michigan. 
“ When I was in high school, physics 
seemed to be where the action was,” 
Schmidt says now. “ But all the jobs 
seemed to dry up.” 
He worked briefly at a variety of 
other jobs before deciding to get back 
to his “ first love,” farming and raising 
animals, with a $13,000 grant from the 
Michigan Service for the Blind. 
Schmidt, 28, is raising 26 calves and 
about 200 chickens on 80 acres of 
rolling, wooded farmland. He does all 
the work himself without aid of a cane, 
dog or any other device. 
He says he can tell by the echo of 
footstep^ and voices how close he is to 
buildings, doors and his animals. He 
rides his 2-year-old son, Nathan, on his 
bike and stays on the gravel roadway 
by listening to the echoes off the grass- 
covered shoulder. 
“ If you knew Ron better, you’d soon 
realize this is no big deal,” says Mrs. 
Schmidt, 24. “ listen, he bumps into 
things and sometimes he rides his bike 
into the ditch. And I give him hell when 
he does, too.” 
Ron and Bonnie met at college where 
they participated in antiwar activities 
together. Their lifestyle still reflects 
the openness many students developed 
in those “ new-left” days. And it adds to 
some of their frustrations.

Plan Bared 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The Ohio 
Insurance Institute has launched a 
massive public information campaign 
to tell people how to prepare for and 
how to react to tornadoes and prevent 
a repeat of problems stemming from 
the 1974 Xenia disaster. 
The institute suggests updating 
homeowners’ insurance policies, and 
making inventories of household 
furnishings and personal belongings. 
When a twister hits, the organization of 
70 insurance companies and agent 
groups advises moving to the south­ 
west comer of a basement, opening 
windows a crack or moving to an in­ 
terior hallway in an office building or 
school. In open country, the institute 
recommends moving away from the 
storm at a right angle, or lying flat in a 
ditch. 
After a tornado, the institute urges 
close inspection of property, a check 
for gas leaks or electrical problems 
and securing remaining property 
against theft or further damage.

Under questioning about his role in 
the campaign, Rhodes finally said, “ I 
really haven’t decided yet. I think the 
people of Ohio really want this. Ifs go­ 
ing to create jobs. I’m going to vote for 
it.” 
Two days later Rhodes called editors 
of Ohio’s daily newspapers—in town 
anyway for the annual meeting of the 
Ohio Newspaper Association—and 
sought to sell them on the ballot 
proposals.

High Court 
Backs School 
Arbitration 


COLUMBUS, Ohio t AF i 
Boards of 
Education may enter into contracts 
with school employes that include 
binding arbitration, but only under 
certain conditions, Ohio’s Supreme 
Court has ruled. 


The high court said Wednesday in a 
Dayton case that such agreement may 
be entered into if: 


—They involve a grievance related 
to the interpretation or application of 
an agreement. 
—The arbitrator is specifically 
prohibited from making any decision 
“ inconsistent with the terms of the 
agreement or contrary to law.” 


The court returned to Montgomery 
County Common Pleas Court for 
further proceedings a case in which 
the Dayton Classroom Teachers 
Association sought to acquire the 
Dayton City Sc hool Board to honor a 
grievance procedure in their contract 
and proceed to binding arbitration. 


The common pleas court earlier 
ruled in favor of the school board, 
calling the agreement unlawful. 
However, the 2nd District Court of 
Appeals modified the lower court’s 
decision, saying the agreement was 
valid but the arbitration clause was 
unlawful.

Ohio School Aid Measure 
Law Without Rhodes O K 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A 
Democrat-sponsored bill making a 
$91.3 
million 
supplem ental 
ap­ 
propriation for elem entary and 
secondary schools becomes law today 
without the signature of Republican 
Gov. James A. Rhodes. 


He announced his decision to let it do 
so late Tuesday, saying that despite his 
objections, “to veto the bill at this time 
would work a partisan hardship on our 
schools.” 
However, he said he will “continue 
to insist in the future that the bulk of 
new school money go to those who need 
it—the teachers and employes.” 
Majority Democrats turned down 
the governor’s request to earmark the 
surplus funds appropriation for school 
teacher and school employe pay 
raises. Instead, they provided that it 
will go to the state’s 613 school districts 
on the basis of $40 per pupil, with the 
first of four monthly payments being 
paid in March. 
Rhodes kept the bill nearly the full IO 
days he is provided by law to consider 
measures, and at several points aides 
as well as Republicans in the leg­ 
islature predicted a veto. 
However, Senate Majority leader 
Oliver Ocasek, D-27 Akron, and House 
Speaker Vernal G. Riffe Jr., D-89 New 
Boston, made it clear they felt Rhodes 
would either sign or let the bill become 
law in the interest of good relations 
with the legislature. 
Democrats now have received the 
governor’s four tax increase-bond 
issue proposals for the June 3 ballot— 
their having come to the legislature at 
almost the same hour as his press

release decision on the school bill. 
“We didn’t make any deals of any 
kind.

Ocasek’s reference to lawsuits 
apparently involved Republican legal 
challenges, still unresolved, of six bills 
enacted by Democrats during the last 
week of former Democratic Gov. John 
J. Gilligan’s administration. 


Gas Pinch 
Affecting 
Fertilizer 


CIJCVEI.AND, Ohio (A P )- Vistron 
Corp., a subsidiary of the Standard Oil 
Co. (Ohio), says cutbacks in natural 
gas have substantially reduced fer­ 
tilizer 
production 
and 
further 
reductions are threatened. 
Asking Wednesday for increased 
natural gas allotments, Vistron told 
the Public Utilities Commission of 
Ohio that the “production of anhydrous 
ammonia for agricultural purposes...is 
not only in the public interest but 
critical in view of the existing fertilizer 
shortage.’ 
Vistron said in its petition that 
Columbia Gas of Ohio was cutting 
natural gas deliveries to Vistron’s 
lim a plant by 47.5 per cent for 
February and 40 per cent for March. 
Earlier curtailments went as deep as 
55 per cent and have substantially 
reduced the com pany’s fertilizer 
production, Vistron said. 
The petition said the major portion 
of Vistron’s natural gas supplies were 
used not for heat but in producing 
anhydrous ammonia, a necessary 
ingredient in agricultural fertilizer. 
Vistron said its lim a facilities have 
a capacity of about 450,000 tons of 
anhydrous ammonia a year. Because

A weakening winter storm scattered 
rain and snow from the Pacific 
Northwest into the Rockies today.

Police at Elba, Ala., reported up­ 
wards of 600 persons were evacuated 
as the community mobilized against 
possibly its worst flood since the Pea 
River engulfed the town in 1929. The 
river climbed eight feet above flood 
stage Wednesday night. 
National Guardsmen and other 
volunteers pitched sandbags against 
levees in anticipation of a crest early 
today. The river was expected to fall 
rapidly during the day. 
light snow lingered over interior 
sections of the Northeast from Penn­ 
sylvania to Vermont. 
Fair skies dominated most of the 
country from the central and southern 
Rockies to the Middle Atlantic States 
and New England. 
Temperatures dropped into the 20s 
over much of the midcontinent 
overnight, but a gradual moderating 
trend held the mercury above subzero 
levels for a change.

Ford To Be Tough 
1976 Candidate 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P )- Frank 
Mankiewicz, who directed U.S. Sen. 
George McGovern’s unsuccessful bid 
for the White House in 1972, thinks 
President Gerald R. Ford will be a 
tough candidate to beat in 1976. 
“ Democrats who think they’ll just 
walk in are kidding themselves,” said 
Mankiewicz, here Wednesday to 
promote his book on Watergate, “ The 
U.S. Against Richard M. Nixon.” 
‘‘The best thing President Ford has 
going for him is he’s not Richard M. 
Nixon,” said Mankiewicz, adding that 
if Mr. Ford’s economic measures are 
not completely successful, the voters 
will say, “ at least he tried.” 
‘‘People are suspicious of people who 
say they have the answer” to inflation 
and recession problems, he said. 
‘‘Mr. Ford has a terrific advantage 
that people haven’t figured on,” he 
said. “ He’s the first President we’ve 
had who never wanted to be President. 
He never thought about a constituency 
bigger than his district in Grand 
Rapids, Mich. 
“ Nobody has a piece of him. Nobody 
helped him to get to be President 
except Richard M. Nixon,” said 
Mankiewicz who speculated that if Mr.

“ As a Democrat, I hope it is Reagan. 
As an American, I hope it is Ford,” 
Mankiewicz said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Two bills 
introduced in the House would ban 
almost entirely the manufacture, sale, 
purchase and possession of handguns. 
Three 
others 
ask 
for 
repeal 
of 
restrictions on mail-order purchase of 
guns and regulation of gangster-type 
weapons. 
These bills span the range of the 
various gun control measures now 
before the House Judiciary sub­ 
committee on crime. 


The subcommittee today holds its 
second day of hearings on the subject 
and plans to travel to crime-ridden 
cities around the country to hear from 
citizens and local officials. 
As of Feb. IO, 23 bills had been in­ 
troduced 
and 
sent 
to

committee. Beside the three bills that 
would weaken existing law, the others 
include eight that would in some fash­ 
ion prohibit manufacture, sale, pur­ 
chase and possession by most people. 


Another six propose mandatory 
penalties for using a gun to commit a 
felony in addition to any other sen­ 
tences received. 
At least four bills call for some type 
of federally controlled registration and 
licensing system. Guns would be reg­ 
istered and their owners licensed. 
The most sweeping proposal has 
been introduced by Hep. Ronald V. 
Dellums, D-Calif. His bill would 
require registration of ail firearms, 
not just handguns, and licensing of 
their owners. In addition, the “im­ 
portation, manufacture, sale, pur­ 
chase, transfer, receipt, possession, or 
transportation” of handguns would be 
prohibited, with exceptions. 


As in most of the bills calling for this 
kind of prohibition, exemptions are for 
police and military use, licensed gun 
clubs and collectors items.

So far this year, at least one big 
construction union has been willing to 
forego a pay raise. 
In Chicago last month, the 20,000- 
member local of the laborers Inter­ 
national Union accepted a one-year 
extension of its current contract 
without a wage hike in an effort to spur 
new building. 
With local and state governments 
forced to cut payrolls to stay within 
their budgets, public employes in 
several cities have recently agreed to 
cuts in pay.
